Legations Can Now Probably 
Hear Their Bis Boom. 


WASHINGTON, August 13 —The Amer- 


ican commander in China, in a despatch 
of only three words, received late to- 
day, sent a thrill of exultation and ex- 
pectancy through official circles in all 
quarters. It announced his anival at 
Ho-Si-Wu, only thirty-three miles frota 
Pekin. 
On Thursday, he was even 


eighteen miles beyond that place. He 
was last heard from at Yang-tsnn, which 
was captured after a hard fight on Mon- 
day, the 6th. The despatch shows that 
Lang-Sang, whore Seymour's ill fatad 
expedition was checked and turned 
back, has been left behind by the swift- 
ly advancing allies. The column thus 
left Yang tsnn on the Cth and reached 
Ho-Sl-Wu on the 9th, after marching 
fifteen miles in three days. At this rate 
of progress Chaffee thould now bp 
within striking difiUnce of the walls of 
Ptkin. This confirmation was awaited 
by the officials firmly. It accords with 
caculalioDS, though tho advanca of the 
allies has been much more rapid than 
was expected.

sharp curve in the road, and the omnibus 
came along at a good rate of speed, the 
occupants being unconscious of any im- 
pending danger. 
As the bus swung 


around the curve the engine and car 
came in sight. It wuu too bite to stop 
cither the omnibus or the train, and as 
the driver of the former whipped up the 
four horses to cross the track abend of 
the train the latter crashed into its mid-

The occupants were thrown in all

DEATH IN STORM. 
tiEKIOUS NAVAL DISASTER, 


Fonrti-eu ICillotl In New VorU and. 


-Vicinity. 


New York, Aug. 13.~Oni« of tho most 


disastrous summer utorins <tcw York has 
experienced iu yours swept over the <ity 
yesterday afternoon, lenvini? death and 
wreckage in its wake. It blushed aside 
the hent wave, cooled the atmosphere and 
then iiuickly subsidt d. 


Fourteen persons were !:illed by drown- 


ing, by lightning strokes, by heurt strokes 
and by tire the direct results of the storm 
in and around New York. 


Small lioats were rocked upon fieree 


waves where a few moments before per- 
fect calm hud prevailed. In many in- 
stancen (hey were overturned, and their 
merrymaking occupants woie battling 
for their lives in the seething water*. 
The llKktninK struck tuaiiy places, iuflift- 
In;r instput death to some und playing 


unkd upou others who received its full 


thock. 


The most peculiar incident of the storm 


was perhaps the escape of James Brown 
and his family on the heights above 
Iiif?hbridire. 
Brown had started for a 


day's outine with his wife, their five 
children and two neighbors. 


When the rain began to fall, they took 


refuse under a big tree, as an umbrella 
was almost useless. A bolt of lightning 
passed throujrh the. tree, and the entire 
party fell stnnni'i' aiul almost stripped. 
They had lost their clothes, their shoe-i 
had been ripped fiom their feet, they h:id 
been burned, lint all will recover. 
The 


infant in Mrs. Brown's arms was practi- 
cally uninjured. 


Edward E. Benner, a Brooklyn cyclist, 
as killed at Bnyshore. A boy xUindiuc 


near him was paralyzed by the shock, and 
nine other persons were knocked down 
and stunned. 


Two men wore burned to death in a 


barn near Flushing, N. Y.. while trying 
to save row*, and a boy in the same 
neighborhood was instantly killed by a 
stroke. 


Many excursionists had thrilling expe- 


riences on the bin pleasure steamers and 
barges that were out dm ing the stonn. 
The only casualties reported, however, I 
were to those who had ventured out in 
smaller era ft. 


At Tenally, X. .T., one woman was 


killed and three others so seriously injur- 
ed by a single bolt that they will probably 
die. 
When the storm came up, Mrs. 


Nouth and her two daughters, Li'/.zie 
and Nellie, and a woman fiiend were 
sitting under a grape arbor bud; of the 
house. When the storm was upon them, 
they jumped up and ran for the house. 
As they were running a bolt hlruck in 
their midst and killed Miss Lizzie N'outh. 
Nellie Noulh was 
frightfully 
burned 


about the body and face, and her moth- 
er was also burned in about the same 
manner. 
The visitor, whose name has 


not been learned here, was burned ns 
were the mother and daughter and nNo 
had her uot-e cut off by the Hash of tire. 
The thiee injured women are said to be 
In immediate danger of death.

A BUGLER'S STORY OF HIS PART 


THE FAMOUS CHARGE. 


IN 


The 'Man Who Claims the Honor of Blow- 


Ing the Call For the Charge Living In 
Denver—Another Added to the Many Ac- 
counts of That Awful Blunder. 


Though Alexander Sutherland, who 18 


Lvtag in retirement in Denver, is 87 years 
tilcl, bis memory is still keen, and he do- 
lights in relating again and again the part 
ho took iu the famous charge .of the Light 
brigade. There mny bo other survivors of 
thnt desperate ruco down the valley be- 
tween bills bristling with guns, but Alex- 
ander .Sutherland insists upon being cred- 
ited with the honor of blowing the bugle 
thnt started the Light brigade upon its ill 
fated mission. 


"The (SCO men who were selected for 


this charge." said he, "were divided into 
three platoons, two companies to each 
platoon. Eact company had its own bu- 
gler, making six in nil. As I was with 
Lord Cardigan In the first platoon, I was 
tho flrst bugler to receive his orders. I 
Kounded the charge of that eventful day, 
und, following my bugle, the others re-' 
pctited the call. We had been idle specta- 
tors of the general engagement that day 
und were waiting for orders from Lord 
liaglan. The order cuiuo after a time. It 
wis to Lord Lucan to order up about COO 
light cavalry and hold them in readiness 
to toko the guns which the Turks had lost 
on Causeway heights. Lord Lucan await- 
ed support from the infantry before ad- 
vancing. A second order came from Lord 
Raglan, brought by Captain Nolan, di- 
recting the cavalry to charge to prevent 
tho Turks carrying away their guns. Lord 
Luc:in asked what guns to attack, and 
Captain Nulun replied: 
" 'There, my lord, is your enemy, and 


there are your guns,' pointing with bis 
hand to the left and toward the end of 
North valley, and not toward the Cause- 
way heights. 
• "Lord Lucan then rode over to Lord 
Cardigan to give orders for tho charge. I 
•« as near by on foot, holding my horse's 
bridle rein, and heard tho conversation 
between Lord Lucan and Lord Cardigan. 
They did not ncem to interpret tho order 
of Lord Raglan in tho same way. Lord 
Cardigan explained to Lord Lucan that 
thi.ro wore guns in the valley ahead as well 
as on both sides of us, and he thought that 
there must be some mistake, but Lord Lu- 
can replied that that was the order of Lord 
Raglan, and there was no choice but to 
obey. 


"Lord Cardigan assented. I was about 


eight or ten feet distant from him, and, 
turning, he ga\e me tho first order. I 
blew'attention' and then'mount.' Tho 
first, second and third platoons wero 
formed, and then, facing his men, Lord 
Cardigan bri^Jy addressed thorn, telling 
them of the dangers of tho charge and tho 
probability of death to nil. 
Tho men 


cheered him vigorously. Turning to mo 
he said, 'Trumpeter, sound the forward!' 
and we set off at a fast walk. A little lat- 
er, turning his head, Lord Cardigan 
shouted, 'Trumpeter, sound tho trot!' and 
I blew tho call. 
" Wu swept directly down tho valley with 


the Causeway heights on the right and 
the Fedioukine hills on the left, and for a. 
distance of 1J4 miles we had guns on three 
sides of us. While wo were still on the 
trot Cuptuin Nolun was seen riding at 
furious speed across our front and bearing 
his course to the right. Ho was waving 
his sword and shouting to our command. 
His words wo could not hear distinctly, 
but wo afterward know that he was trying 
to correct the blunder. 
Lord Cardigan 


shouted out, 'In God's name, what is that 
man doing there?' Some one in tho mid- 
dle platoon shouted back, 'Your lordship, 
I think ho wants you to charge toward 
the Causeway heights.' 'It is too lute to 
change no%v,' said Lord Cardigan, 'for we 
are too near tho enemy.' Then turning in 
the saddle ho shouted to me, 'Trumpeter, 
sound the charge!' I blew the blast and 
was swept like a whirlwind down the val 
ley."It was the first shell, I think, that was 
fired that exploded some distance in front 
of Lord Cardigan, and a piece of that shell 
struck Captain Nolun, tearing a great hole 
in his left side. His horse, at once missing 
the guiding hand, turned to form with our 
advancing platoons. Captain Nolan still 
held his sword aloft, and he uttered 
shriek that made us shudder. Then he 
wavered in his seat and fell to the grouut 
near our charging column. 


"It was no time to think. I followed 


close to Lord Cardigan, who rode ahead 
turning often to urge his men forward 
When we finally reached tho enemy, so 


• tfiat wo could return some of the blows, 


the men were lost to any sense of fear, 
The smoke became so thick that I lost 
sight of Lord Cardigan, but I could hear 
his voice shouting cncourugment to his 
men. Running against a Russian artil 
Icryman I struck him with my saber, bu 
the stroke was short, and he came at mi 
with a rammer. My horse was plunging 
ahead, and before we could fight out OWE 
duel I was carried beyond the battery an<3 
among the Cossacks. A cavalryman nm'l< 
a ItitJge at me, but I parried tho thrust 
The smoke was so thick that objects were 
indistinct. 


"I was trying to find Lord Cardigan 


so as to be near to receive his orders. 
Fo: 


a time this was impossible. Finally : 
heard his voice shouting to his men to fal 
back, and at the same time I saw tin 
white hind leg of the horse he rode, 
lifted the bugle to my lips and tried to 
sound the retreat, but my horse wa 
plunging madly about and I could.scarce 
ly play the notes. I was slightly woundcc 
in each leg and was weak from loss o 
blood, and my horse was suffering mor 
than I. The blast from my bugle indicat- 
ed to the Russians my position, and as 
again attempted to sound tlie call a sho 
tore away the bell of-my instrument. A 
tho same time I received a lance thrust on 
my head. Dazed by the blow, I fell for- 
ward, clarped ray horse about the neck, 
and scarcely realized what was" passing. 
My horse followed the troopers moving 
away in small squads through the dense 
smoke, and somewhere near where Cap- 
tain Nolan's body lay the animal fell dead. 
I hobbled back to our place of starting. 
At the roll call, out of 678 men only 190 
wero left alive, and many were wounded 
BO badly that they died afterward."—Den- 
ver Cor. New York Sun.

OPIUM SMOKING. 


The Paraphernalia Necessary toJEnJoy the 


Noxious Drug. 


The method of "smoking opium is not 


mown to tho average citizen, and when he 
detects a peculiar smell about Chinese 
lumdries bo does not suspect that it comes 
'rom tho opium pipo smoked probably in 
;ho next room. There aro plenty of people 
who think that tho long stemmed pipes 
smoked by tho laundrymen in front of 
:hoir shops are filled with opium, and that 
t is the sum and substance of tho process. 
They know nothing of lumps, yon hoks, 
and like paraphernalia, necessary to enjoy 
;ho noxious drug. Tho small pipes smoked 
by the Chinamen contain Chinese tobacco, 
itrongcr than the American product, but 
substantially the same. 


Tho "layout" for tho smoking of opium 


consists first of a largo stem, made of 
umboo. This stem is between 2}£ and 8 
inches in circumference. Almost midway 
of tho stem sets a largo clay bowl with only 
a small hole, such as would bo made by a 
largo darning needle, upon tho top. Then 
there is a small lamp, which burns peanut 
or oilvo oil; then tho yen hok, about tho 
shape of a darning needle, to cook the 
opium with, anil other liko instruments 
for cleaning the pipo, and last tho opium 
itself in a small jar or toi. 


All tlicBO articles may bo found on sale 


in at least one Chinese storo in this city. 
They aro rccched from a largo importing 
house In Philadelphia, which supplies the 


south with these articles. 


Tin1 opium looks very much liko tho 


crude llcorloo which is used for sweetening 
chewing tobacco. It comes to tho mor 
chants in largo cans, weighing from one to 
ten pounds, and In tho different qualities 
costs from §10 to ¥30 a pound. It is re- 
tailed over tho counters out of a Abating 
mug, 
covered with paper, to keep it clean, 


and ladled out with a miniature butter 
uiiddle. When a Chinaman desires to pur- 
chase opium, bo brings in u toi and desig- 
nates in weight or money tho amount ho 


. 
Tho merchant then carefully 


weighs tho toi in a pair of scales made 
from a small bamboo rod, balanced by a 
string tied in tho middle. The toi is held 
upon n small piece of copper, tied upon one 
end. The exact weight of this is ascertained 
by movins n small copper weight along tho 
bctun. Then ifc Is plnowl so much farther 
down, according to marks cut upon the 
bamboo, anil the opium is gathered up in 
a lump upon tho paddle and skillfully 
dropped into tho toi. It is balanced to the 
fraction of a grain, and an export in this 
lino of business can juclgo almost exactly 
tho weight desired each time.—Washington 
Post.

THE ANGEL OF SONS. 


ITS MANUFACTURE AS OLD, AT LEAST, 


AS THE TIME OF JOB. 


Greeks Made It of Sheep'* Milk, Jew* 


Named a Valley For It—Memories Call- 
i 
ed Up by Neufchatel, Oouda and Caiuem- 
bort—The Poet's Tribute to Cheese. 


Next to the "staff of life" itself, ohecso 


holds the highest place in universal esteem 
as an article of food. To recall the old 
Cheshire "chestnut-," we all like cheese, 
our brothers all liko cheese, and wo may 
bo fairly certain that if we had a number 
of additional brothers they would all liko 
cheese too. 


Our remote ancestors seem to havo 


"liked cheese" as well as wo do, for its 
manufacture is one of tho oldest in the 
world. 


Eoquofort is perhaps now the only im- 


portant kind made from the milk of sheep, 
but anciently it was not so. The very 
word butter itself seems to show that cow's 
inilk was not used for the purpose by the 
ancient Greeks at all events, as it means 
literally ox chceosc. 


They seemed to have made their cheese, 


as tho Cyclops Polyphemus made his, of 
sheep's milk only. 
j 


If it bo true that only sheep's milk was ' 


used for chcescniuking in primitive times, 
then it is cusy to explain why wo do not 
2nd it among those domestic arts of which 
the ancient Egyptians havo left us such 
abundant pictorial records, since wo know 
that tho Hyksos made "fahepherds an abom- 
ination to^the Egyptians." 


Chccsuniaking must at one tiir.o hnva 


been a very important industry among tha 
Israelites, us one of tho principal vallcjs 
in Jerusalem, that between Mounts Ziun 
and Mor In h, was known in tho time of 
Joscphus as tho Tyropeon, or Checscmak- 
oro' valley. 


Nowadays cheese is almost entirely 


made from tho milk of cows, about 100,- 
000 being employed in Cheshire alone. The 
Roquefort doc? not owe its great excellence 
to its ovine origin, but to the splendid and 
natural cellarage—a labyrinth of dry 
mountain caverns, wherein It is matured. 
Their ventilation is so perfect that no 
deleterious "mold" or "must" can lodfjT 
thcro. 


At Mont d'Or, in France, a very gooft 


cheese is mado of gouts' milk. 


Noufchatel culls up memories of tho lake 


beneath the pluo clad Jura, with tho profile 
of MontBlunc lying fur away on tho south- 
ern horizon, liko a dream of ethereal sculp- 
ture.

Two such judges and lovers 
of poetry'as Emerson and Lowell, for in- 
stance, held directly opposite views nbouc 
Whitman, A little search would no doubt 
reveal the grounds of this difference. Whit- 
man approximated to the Emersonian 
type more tlmn to the Lowellian—the type 
of tho skald, the prophet. Lowell was u 
pfofcssion;tl critic and scholar—bo was of 
tho order of tho true men of letters—while 
Emerson suggests the Racer vates of a na- 
tion. Lowell's sense of literature as a 
craft, as the work of scholars, his aca- 
deiuio pride and esprit, were offended by 
Whitman's rude, open ah- spirit and his 
scorn of the stock poetic. 


Shall wo prefer poetry in its shirt sleeves 


to poetry in a dress suit? All the collegian 
in him revolted. Lowell would read Whit- 
man through Chaucer, Shakespeare, Dante 
and Harvard college, and would find that 
ho did not square with any of the pootg, or 
with a taste founded upon them. Emerson 
would read Whitman with much more in- 
dividual eyes, through his appreciation of 
the great mystics, prophets and sccrs and 
his enormous appetite for the audacious, 
the independent, the heroic In life and 
character.

for it. 


Old exchange editors look for certain 


stories periodically. 
Poker, suuke and 


ghost stories ne^er die. A good poker story 
will come out and make the rounds of the 
country at least once in three years. They 
nro filed away until they have been almost 
forgot, and then brought out, brushed up 
and put before tho public. 


Most papers are conscientious In giving 


credit for mutter taken from exchanges. 
Sometimes the credit is actually omitted, 
and then thcro are papers that deliberately 
crib matter. This leads to confusion, both 
of readers and exchange editors. 
Oucu in 


awhile a story is so good the usually con- 
scientious exchange editor "appropriates 
it just this once." 


Frequently a story is reprinted without 


credit by other papers and is finally credit- 
ed to one of tho publications that hue 
"borrowed" it. When this happens, a well 
moaning exchange editor may bo led into 
error in giving credit. Headers are con- 
fused when they find tho same article 
printed in two papers In ono city tho sumo 
day, one of the papers presenting it as 
original and tho other crediting it to un 
exchange. 


Publication of anurticio docs not always 


end interest in is in tho ofllco in which in 
originates. When The Post printed un 
article two years ago about the market for 
old boctles in Pittsburg und the fortunes 
some persons were making out of it, It 
was not supposed anything more would bo 
heard of it. 


But pooplo In tho territory in which thu 


paper circulates tent in scores of letters 
asking for further piirtleuluis. They wish- 
ed to fahuro in the rewards of the old bottle 
industry. Tho article was copied by news- 
papers throughout tho countrj*, und every 
week for a year thereafter The Post receiv- 
ed inquiries from men who "knew where 
there wore some old bottles." Home of 
these letters came from cities 'and towns 
1,600 miles distant 


One of tho best magazines in this coun- 


try, ono thut continues to be sold for 85 
cents a copy, regularly prints stories that 
havo been "mobs grown" for years. They 
uro good things, short und sharp, in anec- 
dote form, and they are copied by tho 
newspapers now as if they hud not been 
printed originally In newspapers yours ago. 
Tho magazine is given credit for .them 
now. 


The exchange editor doesn't expect to 


go through lifo without making mistakes, 
and he will admit printing old stories un- 
wittingly, but he does feel small when ho 
finds ho has clipped ono story twloo within 
a fow days and it appears twice in tho 
same issue of his pupci. 


One who reads a great many newspa- 


pers observes curious things about them. 
Tho exchange editor is the man who sees 
most of this, and be could tell some inter- 


3. On the number of papers bo 


can "go through" depends his value to his 
employers.

ono that never fails to raise a laugh when 
told among newspaper mon, about a mer- 
chant who bought a newspaper property 
and sot about conducting it on ccduoinical 
principles.

LEATHER REMNANTS. 


WANTED MONET TO GET MAEEIED, 


Remarkable Couf««lon oi Chnrle» 


Ferrell, Who Broke Into Adams' 
Treasure Cheat After Killing Ex- 
prenH M«s»enffer Lake. 
Columbus, O., Aug. 13.—Charles R. 
H. Ferrell, a former employee of the 
Adams Express company, was arrested 
yesterday afternoon in this city and has 
confessed to the killing of Charles Laue, 
the messenger, and the robbery of the 
vray safe of the Adams Express compa- 
ny on the Pennsylvania east bound 
train which arrived in this city at mid- 
night on Friday. One thousand dollars 
of the money which he had stolen was 
recovered. 


The following: is a copy of Ferrell's 


confession: 


"My name Is Charles R. H. Ferrell, 


and my parents live in Steubeuville, O. 
I formerly worked for the Adams Ex- 
press company, but was 'discharged two 
months ago. 
I was to be married to 


Miss Lillian Costlow next Thursday and 
I needed money. This was what caused 
me to do as I have done. I looked for 
work flnd did not find it, and 
the 


thought of being idle and without money 
made me reckless. On Friday I thought 
I might get some money in the way I 
did get it, and I immediately began to 
lay my plans. 


A \Vcll Lnia Plot. 


"I went to Urban a Friday afternoon 


about 4 o'clock with the messenger on 
No. 33 and left the train at Urbana. 
I 


knew Mr. Lane slightly, having met him 
several times when he first came to Co- 
lumbus. 
He had not been over lonp. 


When No. 8 came into Urbana, I boarded 
the express car. and Mr. Lane, knowing 
me and knowing that I had boon a mos- 
KC'iiger, let mo in the- car. 
I cunndt ti-11 


how long I was in the car nor where 
I sot off and have- but little recollection 
•>f what occurred. 
I know that when 


I got ready to go to work Mr. Lane was 
standing with his back to me. 
I fired 


on him, and he started to mn for tho 
door. lie did not innko a sound until 
IIP got to the door. 
\Vheu lio got tlu-rc, 


tie cried out. 
I shot several times, emp- 


tying my gun. 
1 then took tho money 


and gooils from the safe and then shot 
Lane again with his own revolver.

the car at the next stop.

know the name of the town, and a man 
told me where I could find a hotel.

went to n room and fixed the envelopes 
niid other evidence of the robbery and 
made them up in a package to get rid

way of Cleveland. 


"After gelling the money I did not 


count it and do not yet know how much 
there was of it.

urday morning I came back to the city." 


A Material of Which No 1'art 10 Permitted 


to Go to Waste. 


Leather remnants are a regular article 


of trade. In manufactures of leather thew 
are remnants, Just as there are remnant* 
In the manufacture of cloth, of tin, of 
wood and of very mauy other materials. 
There are wholesalers who deal in leather 
remnants exclusively, who will buy any 
leather remnants whatever, and who find 
a sure sale for everything they buy. For 
many purposes the remnants urn as good 
us pieces cut form whole sides would bo, 
and they cost very much less. 


A manufacturer of line shoes, who buys 


whole skins, outs out the best and uses 
ihat only and sells the rest as remnants. 
Tho remnants are sold to manufacturers 
Who make a cheaper grade of shoes. Tho 
shoes made from such remnants may be 
better and cheaper than shoes made from 
cheap whole stock. 


Harness makers and saddlers who buy 


whole skins have more or less remnants, 
little pieces, and odds and ends that they 
have no use for, but which may be made 
useful for one purpose and another. From 
any whole stock there must be remnants, 
and the remnants are all good for some- 
thing; remnants of belting, for Instance, 
are sold to make boot heels of and insoles. 


The smallest remnants of some kinds of 


leather ore used for the filling of balls. 
Leather remnants ore used for making sus- 
pender tips, for leather trimmings, for leg- 
ging straps, for the making of cheap pock- 
ctbooks and for covering eyeglass and spec- 
tacle cases and various kinds of fancy 
goods, for bookbinding, for making chil- 
dren's shoes, for the straps used on hobby 
horses, for leather buttons and washers, 
for corners on books. Remnants of French 
calf are used for fine cobbling, and rem- 
nants generally are sold for n very great 
variety of purposes. 


There are half a dozen or more whole- 


sale dealers in leather remnants in this 
city. There arc said to be a larger number 
in Boston. While the wholesale dealer in 
remnants will buy remnants of any kind, 
there are still smaller scraps of leather, 
culled chips, which ho does not buy. The 
chips and the sweepings are sold to chem- 
ical manufacturers and burned to make 
potash. No part of tho leather is permitted 
go to waste. 


With the enormous consumption of 


leather in this country, the quantity of 
remnants here is large. Remnants arc pro- 
duced in England just as they arc here, 
but not in quantity sufllciout to supply tin- 
demand there. Many tons of American 
leather remnants arc exported to England, 
where they arc sold, for the same uses to 
which they are put here.—New York Sun.

To lio one night v ith cold feet 


givcH such a strain to the system us will be 
felt seriously, perhaps ending in u lit of 
sickness. 


Cold feet show an unbalanced circula- 


tion. The very best thing to do is to worm 
them by exercise, if that be practicable. If 
iK.t, by dipping them in hot and cold wa- 
ter alternately two or throe times, and 
then using vigorous friction. 
If that does 


not warm them find keep them warm, heat 
them before tho fire, drying them thor- 
oughly, and then correct your haMts or 
hnpimu your health, for be sure that one 
or the other is wrong, perhaps both. 


With all tho rest, if you sleep on a hard 


bed with cotton sheets in u cold room, put 
on an extra covering over tho feet. 
It is 


very convenient) to hawi a "foot comfort," 
just wide enough to cover the, top of the 
bed and about a yard deep. 
This may IK> 


made of some light material—perhaps tho 
remains of a pretty drcs;-,—lll«d \\ilh 
cotton, like a comfortable, and tucked 
with some harmonious color. 
During llio 


day this may be thrown over tho footboard 
and spread on tho bed at night. The ad- 
vantage of thiR is to secure sullicient light 
covering for tho feet without overburden- 
ing the remainder of the body. 
If you 


UFO aliot brick or an iron, put it in tho 
bed a little beforehand, and then, when re- 
tiring, remove, it. To sleep with the ftet 
in contact with it has a tendency to make 
tho feet tender. 


But better than both these, and to bo 


used with or without them, is the foot 
blanket. This may bo a square yard of 
domestic flannel, or two yards, folded, of 
Swiss flannel, or anything else you liko 
that is worm enough, only have it nice and 
dean. 


Fold this around your feet and ankles 


before you put them down into the bed. If 
not very cold, this will often warm them, 
especially if you have used friction, and, if 
warm, it will prevent their becoming cold 
by contact with the cold sheets. It keeps 
the worm air around them. It docs not 
make tho feet tender, and it is far more 
convenient than the hot brick or soapstone. 
Try it, and if. you are troubled with cold 
feet you will be likely to keep it by you 
hereafter. Whatever you use, always lie 
at. full length. To "curl up" binders free 
circulation.—New York Ledger.

GAME OF TASHOLI. 


EGGS OF COMMERCE. 


"Mrs. Lincoln's Zouaves." 


Julia Taft Bayne in St. Nicholas de- 


scribes the pranks of Willie and Tad Lin- 
coln in the White House. 
Tho presi- 


dent's sons were playmates of her brother 
Budd. Mrs. Bayno writes: About this 
time they formed a njilitary company 
called "Mrs. Lincoln's Zouaves." She 
gave them a flag, and they were reviewed 
by the president from the portico. Tho 
secretary of war promised to furnish light 
(condemned) rifles, but I do not remember 
whether they were ever armed or not, for 
the company dwindled until it was liko 
Artemus 'Ward's—"all officers." Willie 
was colonel; Budd major and Hally cap- 
!ain, while Tad refused every rank but 
that of drum major. 
Tho officers had old 


fashioned swords, given them cither by tho 
secretary of war or by General WcClollon. 


They spent a great deal of time on the 


flat copper roof of tho White House, It 
was surrounded by a stone balustrade, and 
here they built a cabin. The roof was by 
turns a'' fort'' and a'' quarter deck." They 
used to raise and lower the flag with due' 
ceremony and look for "strange sail" 
through a spyglass. 


I remember once, when Budd's sister 


ascended twthtj. utronghold with a stern 
demand for tho scissors, she was received 
at tho "side" with naval etiquette. They 
showed me a Confederate flog at Munson's 
Hill, I think, and Tad said some boats on 
the river were'' pirates.'' 


Standard Form of Amusement Among the 


Zunl Indians. 


A really new game—one that can be 


played with genuine interest like tho old 
games—is a thing equally rare and desir- 
able. 
Such a game is tasholi—that is, it 


is new to all young folks living in civi- 
lized countries, though it 1ms been played 
by the Indian people from time immemo- 
rial. Liko most of the best gumcs, it was 
never invented by any one person, but has 
gradually developed, doubtless from tho 
rudest beginnings, into its present form. 
Like most of the best games also, it re- 
quires only tho simplest and most easily 
procured outfit. 


Tasholi is played both by children and 


adults among tho Indians of New Mexico. 
Tho game was first brought to my notice 
w hen I A isitcd tho Organ mountains on a 
sketching expedition several years ago, and 
as it was something altogether now to mo 
1 investigated the mutter and found out 
how it was done. 
Tho older Indians, I 


v, as told, frequently become so absorbed iu 
it that they can play for 21 hours and 
more without ceasing. The equipment for 
playing tasholi consists of three sticks, 40 
pebbles and some port of a counter for each 
person playing. 
Tho sticks should be of 


exactly the same size, each 5 inches long, 
2 inches wide and three-quarters of an 
inch thick. 
They must be, so .stained nr 


colored as to 1x> dark on one side and light 
on tho other. 
The 40 pebbles arc ar- 


ranged in a circle of about 2}* feet in di- 
ameter, placed at uniform distances, ex- 
cept tlmt the starting point is marked by a 
wider space. Tho counters may bo flow- 
ers, or any convenient objects that can be 
easily distinguished. 


The players kneel or crouch around the 


outside ot the circle,. The three sticks nro 
grabpod between thumb and fingers in 
such a manner as to bo perpendicular. 
They are then thrown down so as to drop 
Gimultunuoubly on their lower ends as near 
the, ccnti r of the circle as possible. They 
will rebound a little, and probably fall in 
different directions. 
If two turn up dark 


and one light, it counts a, two light and 
one dark, !5; three dark, 5; three light, 10. 
Kither a 5 throw or a 10 throw entitles tho 
player to another trial. II' any of tho blocks 
full outside the circle, tho throw counts 
nothing, and the- next player takes his 
turn. If four persons are playing, two be- 
gin at. each end of the break in tho circle 
and play in opposite directions around to 
tho other end. 
If two are playing, they 


also play in opposite directions. Kach 
space from one pebble to another counts as 
one, and each counter in laid at the space 
won by the player owning it and adumcud 
as the. game proceeds. 
If the mark of one 


player just meets, without, parsing, one of 
the others, or overtakes it, the latter in .nut 
back to tin: starting point. 
If this, how- 


ever, is found to make the game Coo long 
—for chilizcd boys and girls perhaps lack 
the patience of the/mil children—it may 
lie modified by setting the player back only 
10 or 15 I'ointh. Among tho Indians twice 
around constitutes 11 game, but it may bo 
found desirable to limit a game to one 
round. 


It only remains to say it is a game well 


worth playing—one in which tho interest 
never flags from beginning to end, but, 
on the contrary, continually increases to 
the finish, for a player may seem to bo on 
tho very point of winning and then bo sot 
back, while another by two or three skill- 
ful throws, for throwing the sticks requires 
skill, may unexpectedly make his way 
from far in the rear to tho front.—Ex- 
change. 


A Pair of toddlers. 


A man with a curious fondness for 


skullcaps was the Abbe de St. Martin, 
who in the seventeenth century made him- 
self ridiculous by hi.s vagaries. He alwaj s 
wore nine of these articles to keep off the 
cold, and, furthermore, nine pairs of stock- 
ings.

He incased him- 
self in a species of box, th'o interior of 
which, by some mechanical means, was 
kept at the only temperature at which he 
felt he could live without inconvenience. 
While enveloped in this clumsy affair he 
was necessarily confined to one spot, but 
he provided means for the freedom of his 
head and hands. Kven the ills of asthma 
and rheumatism, one would have thought, 
were preferable to existence under such 
circximstauces as this. But the French 
mathematician, wo must believe, was of a 
different opinion.—London Standard.

trons, concerning u remark made by a city 
muu who heard that eggs bad gone down 
to a cent apiece. "I don't see bow tho 
liens can do it for the price." Notwith- 
staiiding'Hhe reduction in the price of eggs, 
vnd the almost unlimited supply of them 
iu all countries that have developed their 
agricultural resources, it is a fact that tho 
trade in eggs, thoir exportation from one 
country to another, has become a large 
item of international commerce, as some 
recent figures show. The case of Den- 
mark is in point. Denmark's trade in 
eggs with foreign countries, chiefly with 
Knglund and Scotland, has grown enor- 
mously. 
Twenty years ago the annual 


Danish export of eggs was <!OU,000; now 
it is reckoned at 110,000,000. In the same 
period the importation of eggs into Eng- 
land has increased tenfold, but only a part 
of the whole number comes from Denmark, 
tho two other egg exporting countries 
Irmn which England draws its supplies 
being Holland and France. France ex- 
ports to other countries 600,000,000 eggs 
in a year and Italy exports 800,000,000 
eggs in a year, chiefly to Austria and Ger- 
many. 


The dairymen of the United States de- 


pend chiefly on tho enormous homo mar- 
ket, and they have rivals in the export of 
American eggs in the Canadians, Canada 
ranking next to Fninco and Italy and 
ahead of Denmark and Holland as an egg 
exporting country. 
Canada exports to 


other countries 300,000,000 eggs in a year. 
For the ilsiail year of 1898 the treasury 
figures give, us the total exports of Ameri- 
can eggs to foreign countries 351,000 doi- 
on, which is equivalent to 1,812,000 eggs. 
In tho fiscal your ISiXj, however, tho total 
exportutious of American eggs increased 
to 3!2S,000 doxen, or y/jau.OOO eggs, u little 
more than twice as much. 


It is a comowhat curious fact, thnt tho 


weight of eggs is materially larger in nor- 
thern than in southern climates. Canadian 
eggs, for instance, aro heavier than thoso 
shipped from the United States, and eggs 
in the northern states of this country are 
heavier than those from tho south.—Now 
York Sun.

The screw propeller is very simple in 


l>riaci|)li_' aud construction, aud yet it is 
BO effective- that no substitute for it is 
likely to be fouiid for muuy a decade to 
come. 
In operation it is the windmill 


revel-Sid. 
Tlie propeller consists of a 


shaft projecting from the stern of tho 
ship and terminating in a set of blades, 
usually three or four in number, all 
placed at the same angle. 
The shafts 


are re;olved by means of the ship's cu- 
gines, and the resistance developed by 
the propeller blades revolving in the wa- 
ter drives the vessel forvgard. If .a ship 
were firmly fastened so that she.could 
uot move forward and the engines were 
kept in motion, the movement of the pro- 
pellers would develop a powerful current 
iu the water astern. Where it ia,jxjjues- 
tion of the relative resistance of the 
ship's bulk and the water that of the 
water is always greater, and, owing to 
the fact that the power is applied^direct- 
ly nt the stern, there is less loss of ener- 
gy than in the case of side wheels. Es- 
pecially is this true in ocean navigation, 
where the- rolling of the vessel from side 
to side often caused the old fashioned 
wheels to lose their grip of the water. 
The adoption of the screw propeller im- 
mediately reduced the time of an .Atlan- 
tic voyage from '20 days to about 14 days. 


In comparison with the size of the 


great ocean steamer the dimension)* of 
the propellers which drhe her through 
the water al the rate of 23 miles or more 
per hour seem hopelessly inadequate. 
For instance, if one stands beneath such 
a ship whi:u she lies in drydock and 
looks up nt her great height and along 
her hundreds of feet of length it seems 
impossible that the propellers can fulfill 
their tusk. As a matter of fact, however, 
their efficiency depends upon the ppecd 
with which they are revolved rather than 
upon their size. Nor are they smnll in 
themselves. The propellers of a steam 
ship of the Ingest size, together with the 
etern tubes In which they are carried, 
weigh close to 100 tons. Moreover, they 
are otic of the most expensive portions of 
the ship. The propellers are so essential 
to the ship's progress that they are imide 
of the toughest metal obtainable. Nick- 
eled steel was formerly employed for this 
purpose, but at the present time man- 
ganese bronze is the favorite material. 
Manganese bronze costs in tho neighbor- 
hood of $000 per ton. ami this makes the 
total cost of a pair of three bladed screws 
amount to $30,000 or $00,000.- Aiuslee's 
Magazine.
